HIGH EXPECTATIONS ABOUND FOR 1997 TEAM 


ake a closer look before you make a 
judgement on the 1997 Nebraska 
women’s golf team. Even though the 
Huskers lost more golfers than they 
return, including the leader in stroke aver- 
age, head coach Robin Krapfl says the 1997 
team will be the best in Nebraska history 
by the time the end of the spring season 
rolls around. 
"We have a combination of experience 
and youth that I think by the end of the 
season will really gell," Krapfl said. "This 
team has a great chance of shattering all of 
the records that have been set at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska." 
These may appear to be strong words 
considering the Huskers lost what was re- 
garded as the best senior class in Nebraska 
But if one looks at the strength of 
n's incoming class, one can easily 
understand Krapfl's comment. 

The Huskers brought in two transfers 
ion I schools including the indi- 
vidual champion of last season's Sun Belt 
Conference Championships. The Husk- 
ers also reload with a two-time high school 
state champion and a freshman who made 
a mark in Norway on the junior circuit. 

Add this to the already solid mix of re- 
turners including the defending Big Eight 
Champion, a two-year starter with re- 
gional experience, a golfer who improved 
herself tenfold and a sophomore who saw 
playing time as a freshman and it's easy to 
see where Krapfl's coming from. 

"I definitely think we are going to be a 
very talented team that's going to surprise 
a lot of people,” Krapfl said. 

Surprise was definitely the word of the

fall for the Huskers who are already on 
pace toward breaking every record in the 
book. During one of the greatest seasons 
ever, the Huskers won two team titles and 
took runner-up honors twice. Included in 
the fall was a victory at the first-ever Big 12 
Fall Preview in which the Huskers broke 
18-, 36- and 54-hole records en route to a 
18-stroke victory over Texas A&M. 

In addition, the Huskers broke into the 
top 25 for the first time in school history, 
peaking at No. 12 in the Rolex Rankings 
and ending the fall season ranked 23rd. 


Hard To Let Go 

Many of the early season tensions about 
losing such a great senior class have gone 
by the wayside, but nevertheless the se- 
niors will be missed. Heidi Stark, who 
qualified for the NCAA Tournament last 
season, will be the toughest to replace with 
a 79.33 career stroke average. 

Nebraska will also miss the talents of 
Michelle Patterson, one of the most con- 
sistent golfers Coach Krapfl has ever had 
and Molly Mullin, a golfer who came on 
strong toward the latter part of her career. 

"These three Nebraska natives were spe- 
cial,” Krapfl said. "They were the catalyst 
that transformed the program into the 
nationally competitive squad thatitis. They 
were the first ones to really believe we 
could compete against the traditional pow- 
ers. 

The Huskers also lost golfers Sonia 
Schuler and Molly Hallett, two golfers 
who saw little playing time in three years 
at Nebraska. 


Easy To Move On 

All losses are forgotten when one looks 
at the new Husker lineup, however. 

Junior Rachelle Tacha, the defending Big 
Eight Champion, looks to carry most of 
the load this season. After placing 27th at 
the NCAA Championships last year, she 
could become the first golfer in Husker 
history to qualify for two NCAA Champi- 
onships. According to Krapfl, Tacha has 
what it takes to become the Huskers’ sec- 
ond-career All-American. During the fall, 
Tacha, ranked No. 40 in the nation, won 
tournament titles at the Lady Lion Invita- 
tional and the Marilynn Smith/Sunflower 
Invitational giving her three tournament 
victories within six months. 

Another conference champion, Shirin 
Hornecker, should be right up there every 
meet with Tacha. Hornecker, a junior trans- 
fer from Lamar University, won the 1996 
Sun Belt Conference Championship for the 


Junior Rachelle Tacha, the only conference 
champion ever at Nebraska, will attempt to de- 
fend her title in late April. 


Lady Cardinals. In 1996 the Munich, Ger- 
many, native was Lamar's leader in stroke 
average at 79.89. Krapfl said Hornecker, 
like Tacha, also has a chance of becoming, 
an All-American. Hornecker ranked sec- 
ond on the Husker team in the fall with a 
78.18 stroke average. 

The biggest individual surprise of the fall 
was freshman Hanne Nyquist who ended 
the season ranked No. 44 in the nation. 
Nyquist, from Oslo, Norway, was relatively 
unknown even to the coaching staff until 
she came to Nebraska. Before the season 
began Coach Krapfl called Nyquist a "dia- 
mond in the rough,” saying she may be 
the "biggest surprise of the recruiting class.” 
During the fall Nyquist proved Krapfl truth- 
ful, firing a school-record tying 70 in the 
second round of the Big 12 Fall Preview. 
She finished third in the tournament and 
wound up third on the team in fall scoring 
average. She will be a major factor in the 
Huskers’ successes this spring. 

Beyond those three golfers, however, it 
is every golfer for themselves. A Husker 
lineup filled with different faces could be 
Krapfl's recipe for success this season. 
Seven golfers in all have a legitimate chance 
ata spot on the Husker lineup. 

Start with the senior class of Melissa 
Becker and Maureen Regan, who both 
have a shot of qualifying for every tourna- 
ment. 

Becker, who has made enormous strides 
over the summer months, appears to have 
the best chance after sitting on the bench 
for three previous seasons. She took a 
“now or never" attitude into the summer 
months, training with the top LPGA 
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Teacher in North Carolina for two weeks. 
The work paid off as Becker qualified for 
the match play round of the U.S. Women's 
Amateur Tournament in August. The con- 
fidence she gained from the Amateur 
spilled over into the fall season and should 
continue to pay benefits for her this spring. 

"Here's a fifth-year senior who's never 
really played a lot and she decides to work 
at it and will probably be a starter," Krapfl 
said. "Hopefully that will be a motivating 
factor for other athletes to show what hard 
work can do and will do for you.” 

The other senior, Regan, leads everyone 
on the team in collegiate experience with 
92 rounds under her belt. She started in 
almost every tournament at Nebraska her 
first two years here but didn't see much 
action this fall. Her playing time could in- 
crease this spring if she can regain the con- 
fidence she once had. 

A newcomer on the Husker squad but 
not a newcomer to Division I golf is junior 
Denise Woodard. Woodard played at the 
University of San Francisco two years ago, 
sitting out as a redshirt last season. 
Woodard, who played in the No. 1 posi- 
tion as a freshman at San Francisco, was 
the 1992 National Minority Champion. She 
looks to be a very solid competitor who 
will continue to see playing time this spring. 

Gretchen Doerr, the only sophomore on 
the Husker team, also saw her golf game 
grow by leaps and bounds last summer. 
After playing in 14 rounds as a freshman, 
Doerr should definitely be a competitor for 
the starting lineup. 

"Gretchen played a lot and practiced a 
lot last summer," Krapfl said. "She's ready 
to fight for some position.” 

Last but not least is a freshman class 
Krapfl believes could be one of the best 
ever. 

Elizabeth Bahensky from Kearney, a 
two-time high school state champion, is a 
golfer Coach Krapfl expected to start in 


the fall. Krapfl said Bahensky struggled a 
little adjusting to college life, but knows 
she has the talent to turn it around and 
step into the lineup this spring. 

"Bahensky isa steady player," Krapfl said. 
"She also has the ability to shoot some low 
numbers for us.” 

The only other freshman recruit was 
Susie Kiene who will redshirt for the Husk- 
ers this year. She turned down an athletic 
scholarship to accept a full academic offer. 
Kiene was the valedictorian of her Lincoln 
High graduating class. 

"Susie works extremely hard and has 
really improved," Krapfl said. "She will be 
a player to watch next season.” 

Coach Krapfl also brought in junior 
transfer Jaime Neuhaus from Columbus. 
Neuhaus played at Central Community 
College in Columbus for two years, but 
will redshirt this season. 

With so many quality golfers and so few 
spots, competition will be high this year, 
which according to Krapfl, could pay offin 
the long run. 

"This group of athletes is motivated by 
competition,” Krapfl said. "I think this team 
will rise to the challenge of having inter- 
team competition, forcing them to play well 
day in and day out, instead of just at the 
tournament.” 


Tougher Schedule 

Because of Nebraska's upward spiraling 
success, the tournaments it competes in 
continue to get better and better. 

On the spring side of the schedule, the 
UCLA Bruin, Betsy Rawls Invitational, Rain- 
bow Wahine, Utah-Dixie Classic all look to 
be good polish ups before the core of the 
season. 

Tacha will attempt to defend her confer- 
ence crown at the Big 12 Championships 
on April 21-23, in Lawrence, Kan. Krapfl 
said naturally they would like to capture 
the first-ever title in this illustrious golf con-

"Itis a challenge we are looking forward 
to," she said. 

Following Big 12s, Krapfl and the Husk- 
ers would like to move on to a fourth-con- 
secutive regional berth in Tuscon, Ariz., and 
put the thought of missing the NCAA Tour- 
nament by one stroke each of the last two 
years behind them. 

"We're getting closer," Krapfl said of her 
NCAA Tournament possibility, "it's just a 
matter of carrying through to the end. 
And I believe this team has the character 
to do just that." 

Nebraska is determined to get the one 
stroke that's bugged them the past two 
seasons, off its back. And Krapfl sees no 
better team to do it than the squad she's 
put together. 

"[think new blood coming in is going to 
add some competitiveness to the program, 
and take us to the next level."

Excellence on and off the golf course has been the hallmark of Head Coach Robin Krapfl's 
coaching philosophy since she began her career nine years ago. 

Since that time she has led her team to three consecutive NCAA West Regional appear- 
ances and produced a nation-leading 18 Scholastic All-Americans, including the 1992 sea- 
son when all five starters were so honored (the only time this has been done in the history 
of collegiate golf). 

Asa two-time Big Eight Women’s Golf Coach-of-the-Year, Krapfl has restored Nebraska 
to one of the elites in the conference and the nation. Entering her 10th season, Krapfl sees 
no letdown in the future. During the fall season, the Huskers stormed to the first-ever Big 
12 Fall Preview title, erasing almost every Nebraska record en route. 

The last two years have been the pinnacle of Krapfl’s coaching career. Both squads 
narrowly missed qualifying for the NCAA Championships, coming up only one stroke 
shorteach season. Nebraska is finally starting to be recognized as a legitimate threat and 
many schools are taking notice, including Nebraska in their invites filled with top-20 talent. 

Recruits are also starting to take notice of Nebraska's rise to the top. This year Coach 
Krapfl garnered what is regarded as Nebraska's finest incoming class ever. She hopes this 
season's class can take NU over the edge and into the truly elite group of schools in the 
nation. 

Besides producing 18 Scholastic All-Americans, Krapfl also boasts nine All-Big Eight 
performers, 29 Academic All-Big Eight student-athletes, one All-American, one Big Eight 
Champion, the 1989 Edith Munson Award winner, and two True Temper ScholasticAward 
honorees. 

Krapfl, a native of West Point, Neb., has been associated with the Husker program since 
1979 when she played collegiate golf for Nebraska (1979-1982). In 1982 she graduated 
from the University of Nebraska with a bachelor's degree in business administration and 
went on to become a PGA Professional at the Lincoln Country Club. There she worked as 
an assistant under head professional and former Husker coach Jerry Fischer, who she also 
worked under as an assistant coach for the Husker women from 1984-1987. 

Since taking the helm of the program in 1987, Krapfl has guided the Huskers to 11 
tournament titles including a first-place finish at the 1996 Lady Lion Invitational and 1996 
Big 12 Fall Preview. She is only the third coach in Nebraska women's golf history, following 
current men's coach Larry Romjue and Jerry Fischer. 

She is married to Richard Krapfl, a history instructor at Norris High School. They have 
two sons, Robert, born on Oct. 30, 1992, and Ryan, born Aug. 20, 1994.

Consistently one of the top amateur golfers in the state of Nebraska, Spangler is an 
experienced and avid golfer who knows what it takes to succeed both mentally and 
physically. 

Spangler was a member of the Arizona State golf team from 1980 to 1982, then trans- 
ferred to Nebraska to play for Coach Larry Romjue. His Husker career was highlighted 
by an individual and team victory at the 1984 Kansas Invitational. 

He has also earned titles as the Nebraska State Junior Champion and the Nebraska 
State Match Play Champion. He is a two-time Lincoln City Champion, two-time Michelob 
Amateur Champion, two-time U.S. Amateur Qualifier, and a runner-up in the Trans-Mis- 
sissippi Amateur. In addition, he was named the Nebraska Player-of-the-Year in 1987. 
Recently, Spangler won the Governor's Cup for the third time, defended his title at the 
Beatrice Homesteader tournament and won medalist honors at the U.S. Mid Amateur 
Qualifying. 

Spangler, who joined the team midway through the 1994-95 season, handles the duties 
of monitoring winter conditioning and the qualifying rounds for starting positions. 
Spangler also assists with recruiting and the Chip-N Club Invitational, held annually in 
Lincoln. 

Spangler graduated from Nebraska in 1985 with a bachelor's degree in business ad- 
ministration. He is married to Alesia Dodson.

*OUTLOOK (SPRING, 1997): Aspirations are again high in 1997 for this junior from 
Manhattan, Kan. As the defending Big Eight Champion and two-time victor during the 
fall, Rachelle Tacha has had one of the most successful runs of any golfer in Nebraska 
history over the past year and a half. Very long off the tee, Tacha must get used to her 
leadership role as she will continue to be counted on week in and week out. Tacha ended 
the fall season ranked No. 40 in the nation by Rolex. 

JUNIOR (FALL, 1996): Tacha took home two tournament victories during the fall to 
bring her career total to three tournament wins. Her first victory came at the Lady Lion 
Invitational in State College, Pa., which she won with rounds of 73 and 74. Her second 
win occurred at the Marilynn Smith/Sunflower Invitational late last fall when she beat 
the field by three strokes. Her rounds of 75-78-77 gave her a third career victory. Tacha 
also had a strong tournamentat the Big 12 Fall Preview, opening with a career-best tying 
71. She finished with rounds of 79 and 75 to end up tied for fifth. Tacha ended the fall 
season with four top five placings in six tries and led all Husker golfers during the fall 
with a 77.06 stroke average, more than two strokes 
better than her career average coming into the fall.

HUSKERS MISS NCAA BERTH BY ONE STROKE 


t was the kind of deja vu the Huskers 
didn't want. For the second year in a 
row, Nebraska looked up at the final 
leaderboards at the NCAA West Re- 
gional golf tournament and saw its hopes of 
playing in the NCAA Tournament squan- 
dered by the smallest of margins - one stroke. 

But, the one stroke margin isn'tso tough 
to swallow when one realizes just how far 
the Huskers have come in just a few years. 
Five years ago, making it to the West Re- 
gional Tournament would have been the 
dream. 

Now the bar has been raised at Nebraska. 

Thanks in part to the healthy recruiting 
classes the Huskers have been bringing 
home, the Huskers are now considered a 
national threat, with a shot at the NCAA 
Championships within their grasp every 
year. 
The 1995-96 season got kicked off at 
Nebraska's own Firethorn Country Club with 
the Huskers taking runner-up honors at the 
Chip-N Club Invitational. The home course 
advantage for the Huskers didn't pan out, 
however, as the Texas Tech Red Raiders took 
the team title by nine strokes. 

The Huskers then scored a fourth-place 
finish at the Northwest Collegiate Invita- 
tional in Corvallis, Ore., against a very 
strong field. Senior Heidi Stark shot a 
school-record 54-hole total 217 to finish tied 
for second. She shot rounds of 71-73-73. 

Nebraska then struggled through the 
next two tournaments at the Dick McGuire 
Invitational and the Diet Coke/Roadrun- 
ner Invitational 

At the Dick McGuire in New Mexico, the 


Heidi Stark participated in the 1996 NCAA 
Championships and won two tournament 
titles in her career. 


Huskers finished 11th out of 18 teams. Less 
than two weeks later, Nebraska ended up 
in 10th place with a 958 total at the Roadru- 
nner Invite. 

Nebraska got back on track quickly 
though, taking second at the Marilynn Smith- 
Sunflower Invite in Lawrence, Kan. A run- 
ner-up performance by Stark helped the 
Huskers finish just seven strokes behind 
Southern Methodist. 

Nebraska ended the fall season with a 
seventh-place finish at the San Diego State 
Fall Classic. Stark again led all Husker golf- 
ers, tying for eighth. 

The spring slate opened with a third- 
place showing by the Huskers at the Texas 
A&M Monica Welsh Memorial in late Feb- 
ruary. Senior Molly Mullin finished sev- 
enth overall with a 256 total. 

The Huskers then had their worst meet 
of the year in gale-force winds at the Fripp 
Island Intercollegiate, finishing 16th. Ne- 
braska shot season high scores in both 
rounds. 

Nebraska rebounded with two sixth- 
place finishes at the Rainbow Wahine and 
Utah-Dixie Classic as it geared up for the 
most important part of the season. Stark 
once again led the Huskers in both meets. 

The Huskers came into the Big Eight Tour- 
nament picked to earn third place, knowing 
they needed to tie or beat Oklahoma to 
qualify for Regionals. Nebraska did just 
that, tying with Oklahoma for third after 
closing with a season-best round of 305. 

Much of the team's Big Eight success could 
be attributed to sophomore Rachelle Tacha 
who lit up the scoreboard witha final round 
73 en route to the first Big Eight individual 
championship in school history. Her three- 
round score of 227 gave her a five-stroke 
victory. 

What the Huskers wanted to do next was 
continue the hot streak on their own turf. 

For the first time in Nebraska history, the 
Huskers played host to a major golf tourna- 
ment, the NCAA West Regionals. 

Seven of the nation's top nine teams at- 
tended the meet at the Champions Club in 
Omaha, with only two top nine teams play- 
ing at the East Regional. 

Nebraska got out of the gates fast against 
this championship-caliber field, firing a 306 
to place them in 10th after the first day. A 
second-day 324 by the Huskers, moved them 
up to ninth with one round left to go. Ten 
teams would advance to the NCAA Cham- 
pionships. 

Heading into the last day, Nebraska knew 
all itneeded to do was to hold on to its nine- 
stroke lead over the Ith-place team. As

teams started coming in to the clubhouse 
for the day with higher than average scores, 
the Huskers held the hope that somehow 
their score would be enough to be NCAA 
bound. But when the final scores were tal- 
lied up, Nebraska once again watched as its 
score was one stroke too high. 

‘Two Husker golfers did qualify individu- 
ally for the tournament in La Quinta, Calif. 
Stark and Tacha became only the third and 
fourth golfers in Husker history to make it 
to the big dance, and they did it by tying 
each other for the final two spots. 

At the NCAA Championships, Stark 
opened witha first-round 78 but struggled 
from there, ending up ina tie for 59th. Tacha, 
on the other hand, started slow but im- 
proved as the tournament progressed. 
Tacha's rounds of 83-77-78-78 were good 
enough to tie for 27th in the season-ending 
championships. 

Stark and Tacha ended the season one- 
two respectively on the team in stroke av- 
erage 

Stark earned her second Scholastic All- 
American award in as many years. Tacha 
and junior Maureen Regan picked up their 
first. Stark was also named to the GTE Aca- 
demic All-American team and earned Big 
Eight first-team Academic honors. Senior 
Michelle Patterson became a three-time Aca- 
demic All-Big Eightaward honoree and Tacha 
became a two-time honoree.

4. Degree Audit Program--The Hewit Center has a tracking 
system in place to ensure accurate course selection and pro- 
vide monitoring of each student-athlete’s progress toward a 
degree in his/her chosen field.

4. Computer Resources—-Student-athletes can become more efficient 
and productive by accessing a variety of state of the art software 
programs in the 40 terminal computer lab located in the Hewit Center 
The lab features a combination of IBM and MacIntosh computers 
complete with laser-jet printers. 

5. Educational Assessments--During new student-athlete orientation, 
the academic staff administers a variety of educational assessments to 
student-athletes to better determine academic strengths and areas for 
improvement. The results help counselors and athletes to develop a 
personalized academic support team. 


Personal Support 

1. Orientation—-The Hewit Center coordinates an annual New Student- 
Athlete Orientation program aimed at helping student-athletes experi- 
ence a smooth transition into college life. 

2. Personal Counseling--Counseling staff members provide student- 
athletes with a supportive and caring environment. Areas addressed 
within personal counseling include: transitional issues, stress manage- 
ment, academic focus and personal crisis intervention. 

3. Multi-Cultural Support-This program is designed to enhance 
cultural awareness for all student-athletes to help build a supportive, 
caring environment while learning about differentcultural backgrounds. 
Educational programs and sensitivity trainings are also offered to 
student-athletes, coaches and administrators. 

4. Husker Outreach Program—Involvement in the award-winning 
Husker Outreach program gives Husker student-athletes the opportu- 
nity to make a positive impression on youth, while the student athletes 
further develop their own leadership and interpersonal skills. Through 
Ventures in Partnership activities, National American Education Week, 
and the annual "School is Cool Jam” session, more than 70,000 youth 
statewide hear motivational and inspirational messages. Walt Disney 
Sports recently announced that it will model Nebraska's "School is Cool” 
Jam to open its multi-million dollar state of the art sports complex 

5. Student-Athlete Advisory Board--Student-athletes from every sport 
meet regularly with athletic department administrators in order to be 
included onail decisions affecting their personal, academic and profes- 
sional development. In 1995, The Board was recognized by College 
Athletic Management magazine as the top student organization in the 
nation. 

6. Preparation for Life After Sports--Seminars and counseling support 
aimed at helping student-athletes with the disengagement fromathlet- 
ics while discovering how to maximize transferable skills. 

7. NCAA Life Skills Program--Student-athletes receive expert 
education and intervention regarding personal and social issues. Cam- 
pus administrators, national experts and former student-athletes share 
information and insights to assist student-athletes in making respon- 
sible decisions.
